THE GRAIN TRADE.
PFrom the N, Y. Tribuna,

Chieago 18 an enterprising, goahead oity,
which kns had » rapid growth, sod natarally
indulges in high-reschiog anticlpations. We
forget how guon eghe is, nooosrding to those an-
tivipationg, to surpass New York in bnsineas
and populstion, nor {4 it eszential to remembar,
Suffios it that sheis & ¢ity of generons promise
and very considerable fulfilment, whose sha-
dow, we trust, will never be less.

Of late, the fact that a good deal of Western
grain s paseing down the Missisalppl on ita
way, via St. Lonis and New Orleans, to the
East and to BEurope, hias arrested the attention
of her publicists. They do not seem to know
exactly what to make of it. Chioago, they in-
gist, 18 the emporium of the Western grain
trade; and®eomething must be wrong when
Western grain seeks the seaboard otherwise
than through Chicago. So editorials are writ-
ten, and oonventions held, and reporta pro-
mulgated, with intent to stop the transit of
grain down the Mississippi and torn it to com-
ing Eaat via Chicago—as yet, we believe, with
little effect.

Ope of the schemes nnder consideration pro-
poses & magunificent canal—or rather river—
whereby the water of the lakes shall be made
to flow southward through the Straits of
Mackinac and the heart of Chioago into the
Ilinole, and #o0 into the lower Ohlo and Mis-
gissippl, at a cost of only 884,000,000, or some
gnch tritle. The objeotion that Calro wonld be
swamped—perhaps we should say reswampead
—and much of the valley of the Lower Mla-
algaippi drowned out by this “new cut,’ doss
not seem to make much impression, being
dwarfed by the prospect of sesing Dstroit,
Toledo, Cleveland, and Builalo high and dry,
and Nisgara Falls asszimilated to a raral mill-
dam in & dry snmmer; but the problem, ‘“How
is Chicago to be benefited by such a river 1" is
grave enough. To our mind it ia plain that,
if the new river shonld float much of the soil
of Illinois, inclading the foundations of Chi-
oago itself, into the Gulf of Mexico, it wonld
impel the ‘“Queen of the Lakes' to ship Aer
own grain via New Orleans, and thus aggra-
vite the calamity she is seeklog to avert, By
annexiog hergell to the great valley, Chicago
wonld be far more likely to accelerats than
impede the momentum whereby prodace now
geeks the East by way of the South.

A far more hopefnl project is that of enlarg-
ing and despeniog still farther our Erie Ununﬂ,
and thus diminishing the cost of reackhiog the
geaboard via Buffulo and Albany. This looks
praotical; but who is to bell the cat ? It must
cost heavily; and thongh Chicago may care
nothing for such a flea-bite as §84 000,000
New York has been sobsred by experience an
does not take kindly to the suggestion of new
ontlaye and new debts, espacially when it 18
intimated that ghe is expected to disdain any
pecapiary return. The general drift of Chi-
cago and even of Northwestern opinion seems
to require that our State shou |, first, double
the capacity of her great (an sacondly, re-
dnce the tolls so that they ould not possibly
reimburse her oatlay; thirdly, cut (or have
the lederal Government cut) a magnificent
shunpike around Niagara Falls, so as to de-
prive that canal of half its natural traflic, We
should bave to send to Chioago for flnanciers
competent to demonstrate the advantage to
our tax-payers of thess dashing operations.

Finally, the recent Convention of Boards of
Trade at Chicage sdopted the report of its
committes, conoluding as follows: —

“hirdly, Your committes asks your conglideration
of the project of organizing, during the ensuing soi-
gon, for the purpose of pressiug upon Congress the
necessity of alding the State of New York to open
the Erie and Oswogo canals to the peoaple of the
United States for the transportation of  prodmnes
of twll; and to hasten the Lullding of the
Ship Cangl by the Genernl Goverpment,
which I8 respedtfully sobimitted,”

This goes to the root of the matter. If Con
gress shall see fit to devote one or two hun-
dred millions or so of our surplns revenne (7)
to the purohase of the Eris and Oswego Canals,
sud to donbling their capacity, and to making
a ship canal aronnd the Ialls of Niagara, Chi-
cago can doubtless hold her prasent grain
trade, and probably ivcrease it. But St. Lonis,
and New Orleans, and Cincionsti, and Mem-
phis, will hardly be *‘enthused’’ by the pros-

ot; nor will Norfolk and Baltimore, Pitta-

urg and Wheeling, be likely to see their
sccount in it. On the whole, we cannot realize
that this new-old scheme of “paying the taxes
out of the Treasnry’ has a living chanos of
gncoess. Ounr Pacifie Rallroad experience is
yet fregh and by no means assuring; and we
apprehend that Uncle Sam feels too poor to
buy or dig grand canals just at present. So
we submit that the proposed puarchase of the
Erle and Oswego Cansals by the Union—much
more, the construction of & Niagara ship canal
with Federal funds—must stand over for fur-
ther apd very deliberate consideration.

The paseage by Congress of the bill antho-
tizing the Prealdent 10 sabmit tha paw oon.

of diefranchising the leadiug ocitizsns of the
SBouth. It is a compulsory retreat: for the
Republican parly counid not stand upter the
odium of keeping balt the popalation of the
Bouth nnrepresented for an fadefisite pariod,
aud the same majority in the noreprasented
States that voted down reconstrootion laat
year would suffice to block it parpetualiy,
Congress has, therefors, virtaally decided
that it will o longer insist on disfranchise-
ment as an essential part of the reconstrastion
policy. It was perfectly well understond that
the purpnsa of Geueral Grant's INESENgs Wi
to get authority to enable the peopls of the
States to get their brand on dlsfranchisement:
it would be & preposterons mookery to
give them parmission to do this, if Coagress
#till adhered to it policy of disfranchisemant
a4 an indispensable condition of restoration.
Disfranchissment has, thersfors, basn virtually
(though euneakingly) abandoned; for as, in
logic aud in law, all the revolted States stand
ou the same fooling, as they all committed the
same orime and dessrve the sams retribution,
when Congress gives up this main feninre of
its policy in relation to some of them, it is
precinded from any loogsr insiatiog on it in
relation tothe othera. When Virgimia is ad-
mitted with & constitution imposing no diga-
Bilities for participstion in the Rubellion,
notice will have been given to all the other
States that they are at liberty to rescind the
disfrauchising clauses of their conatitntions
without any danger that Coogress will inter-
poee for their enforosment.

The virtnal abandonwent of this polioy at
80 early a day recalls the well-known epitaph
on the tombstone of an infant of prematare
birth that died as soon as it was borm: —

“Since I'm so quilekly done for,
What was I begun forg”
The disfranchising policy thus early aban-

tion aud bad feeling, it has done more to gonr
and alienate the Sonth aud o retard the re-
atoration of Kindly feeling+, than svy other ex-
Libition of radical bigotry aud malignity. And
this insane policy, whioh is pow sueakingly
oonfessed to be a binnder, was, Irom the ve-
ginning, the ceutral threna of the Repnblican
rcheme of reconstruction. When Presiden,
Juhuson came ioto office, and had not, as yer,
suy thooght of breskiog with the Republivan
parly, he sohoed it predowinant sentiment in
hig frequnent and foolish speeches deolariog
that “KHebels muost taks back seas,’’ thas
‘““treagson must bs made odious,” and a great
deal of vituperation in the same velo, imply-
ing that all who had 1sken a prominent part
in the Hebellion ought 1o be g.ripped of thsir
politiosl rights. Wae refer to those gpecohes
| merwly to ghow what was at that tme the
pravalent feelivg of the Repablican party.
T'he President grew more libersl when he had
time for eool rellsction; bat the Kepablican
party steadily and strennously insisted on
political distranchisement, and gome of its
promineut members, liks Thsddens stevens,
would have added a wholesals contiscaiion of
Rebel property. Digirsuchisesaent waa 1he
key-uote of the radioal policy; it was aleadiog
feature of every propossl made to the Sonth.
The constitutionsl amendwent which was first
presented as 8 condition of restoratios, was
rejected by'all the Soathern Ststea w th prompt
indignation chielly aud avowsaly becanse of
its disfranchising olauses. If it 14 wise to
abaudon that cardinal part of the recon-
struction policy now, it was a great piecs of
folly ever to have inslsted apon itat ali. Toe
davger from the political activity of the dis-
frauchised olasses was no greater then thso it
is now., MHad their politioal rights bsen
promptly conceded to them in the ontset, the
voneession might have been regarded a8 an act
of grace which deserved sows return of grati-
tude; at any rate, the South would not have
been provoked into sn auitude of contoms-
clons reeistance. Bat the extorted conces-
siop, at this late day, sneakiogly granted only
on ao -ount of the demonstrated impossibility
of reconstruoting the most important Suaes
without 1t, has no tendency either Lo securs
the respect or to awaken the gratitude of
Sonthern ocitizena,

If disfranchigement was necesgary at all, it
was Dot a8 4 precantion agsiost an immediate
danger, but a8 a guarantee against a possibla
foture dapger. With the great majoritiss
which the Republicaus had in both hoases of
Congress, there was no danger that the Sonth-
«10 representatives wonld garry any messnre
which the Republican party did not approve.
It was oply st some foture day, wuen the He-
publican majorities shonld ba redoced, that
the South wounld have any eff-ctive powerin
Copgress. To commence a policy of disgiran-
vhisement and mnot persevere in it, i8 like
planting a frult tree saod cawng it down be-
fore it puts forth any blogsome. Why sxas-
perate and polson the miods of the Southern
prop'ls by so llliberal snd odions a messure, if
it was to be relinguished befure it conld bear
any other fruit than were »xasperation and
hatred ! The policy of digfraneuisment has
been the most formidable ovbotacle to the
early reetoration of the Scates to  their
Federal relavions. Confeiring naiversal sul-
frage upon the brutal aud sewmi-barbarous ne-
groes was bad snougl; us Uegro volers
vonld be managed i1 the political talsot of the
Sonth were left fres 1o aot, Experlevcs long
ago demonstrated that even the intelligeut
white voters of the couutry exercise but little
real power. A fuw ntive pohiticians aod wire-
pul'ers control all the welections by packing
and contiolling the preliminary csucnses an
conveutions; and if avtive politieal talent so
eailly monopolizes all eflvotive power in the
free and intelligent North, it canuot be & very
dificnlt task to ontwit and olrenmvent the
igroraut and panperiz«d negroes of the South,
(iive the Southern whites an open field and
fair play, and thev are compestent enongh
to control the politioa of their section, in spite
of negro suflruge. In speaking ont of dis-
fravcbisement, ther fire, the Republican
party will give up the main prop of its
Southerm polioy. Thuis prasticsl confession
that its policy has been s bluvder will rapidly
nodermine the waning conlldsnos« of the vonn-
try in the fitucss of that party to control pub-
lig affalrs,

“misrepresented.”!  Thia sort of political

whith we have made oo the old style of
Amerioan politios, where a Congressmsan, for
example, war in the babit of patting hia
publiz opinions on record offisially in Con-
greae, and so became responsible for them,
There i« one drawback, howevar, to the nse
fnluess ol the “luterview’ oorrespondents,
vamely, that they rarely fall to render the
grént men to whom they play the Doawell
ralher wors conceited, coosegnential, arro
gaut, or absurd, as the case may ba, thau ha
¢ in his more formal public condoot and
api eches.

PRESIDENT GRANT AND 1113 CABINET.

Itis svident that the men composing the
P'resident’s Cabinet are {ll-saited 1o their poai-
tions. None of them tike hold of the great
gquestions appertaining to their departments
in & mavoer that indicates grasp of wmind and
originality in exevution. We speak of thess
thinge for the benefit of the President him-
self. He requires men arounud him who have
sufliclent braina to administer the laws in all
exceptextraordinary cazes, which may re jaire
copsultation aud close exeoutive attsniion.
Geperal Grant has made s mistake in suppos-
ing that civil government oan be directed by
wilitary forma. Thae oivil power is the reveras
of the wilitary. The former procesds lrowm
the people to the cenire—ibhe mass governs
and directs throngh its mouathplece, the I resi-
dent; the military power ia the osntre, ore-
a'ing all action aod rhaping averything. Itis
with the military idea predominant and in
lkeeping with his eduncation and habits that
General Grant cams into office. The Cablnet
was selected mnder this privcipls, and not
baving been aconstomed or fitted to work in
such a direction, they alrealy show sigus of
imbecility., The Secretary of the Treasury
finds the finapois! problem tos ponderous for
the keeper of a conutry store or for solution in
acoordanoe with the old European book the-
ories. Ha finds it impossible to run the Ame-
rican treasnre-box on Karopean wheels,

A letter from Washiogton saya traly that
“Mr. Borie was called from the wost complete
retirement,” much to the astonishment of
himgelf as well a8 the conntry. Admiral Por-
ter i8 to.-day virtually filling tha oflics of
Secretary of the Navy, The Beoretary of
State, worsa than all the reat, i3 as an-Ameri-
can as it is possible for an officer to ba. His
tamn loreign polloy is in i1l keeping with the
bold attitude of the people and the Ssnate,
The country does not exp=ot him to think for
it, but simply to wateh its temper and obey
its mandates. When he fails io thia he ceazes
to bw the representative of the United “tates
in the position wherm tha President has na'or-
turately placed him. We are little disposed to
have a Becrelary amuse the people with ideas
of a bold golicy on any forsign gqnestion, while
he bas & private and opposite understanding
with the power to which it relates, Tbis is
too much in the track of the last eight years,

Wu gpeak of the mecessity of remodelling
the Cabinet that President Giant may have
around bim good working men, who live with
the times and upnderstand the animating foroes
of vur politioal existence, We know that the
President enjoys himeelf in lookiog apon his
fart horses rather than in the avalysis of ab-
stinse governmental questions. This and good
a-#istants will enable him to last out his term
of (flice.
